SUNDAY SCHOOL. 


Tur Sunday-school, owing to the much regretted resignation 
of Mr. Fitch, came under my charge the lust of October, 1875. 

The office was accepted, not without some hesitation and mis- 
giving, lest my stock of experience should prove inadequate to its 
duties and responsibilities. ‘Through the kindly cooperation of 
friends, however, and the zealous and faithful support of the 
teachers, a gratifying measure of success has been achieved, and, , 
I trust, the spiritual, as well as secular interest of the school, 
advanced. 

The year has brought the usual changes to teachers and 
scholars. Some have joined other schools, some have moved away ; 
others and among these some specially beloved have died. The 


vacant ranks have been refilled so far as possible and the work 
pressed forward. 


The instruction has been varied somewhat from former years 
and each session of the school has been with supplementary ex- 
planations and illustrations of the lesson by the superintendent. 

In practice: the doctrine of good works has been enforced and. 
many are the little disciples who have extended the cup of cold 
water to God’s sick and suffering ones. A portion of the Sunday- 
school offertory also has been set aside for a poor fund, with which 
a number of the Mission children have been clothed, shoed and, in 
some cases, fed. 

The Christmas and Easter Festivals were both red letter days 
in the children’s calendar, and will be pleasantly remembered. 

The exhibitions given by the School for its own edification and 
amusement wasalso of interest, but the entertainment par-excellence 


of the year was the Centennial Strawberry Festival. The Young 
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Apollo Club, the Spirit of 76, the Strawberries and Ice cream, 
' together formed a programme as thoroughly novel as it was enjoy- 
able, not the least important item being that said programme netted 
a handsome sum for the Sunday School Treasury, besides paying 
the expenses of the regular School festival. 

The Fair and Concert given for the benefit of the School like- 
wise merit special mention. In this connection thanks are due 
Mrs. C. B. Bostwick, to whose efforts the success of the latter is 
to be mainly attributed. The proceeds were devoted to the thorough 
repair and renovation of the Sunday-school rooms. Those familiar 
with the rooms as they were, can best judge how well the money 
has been expended. 

In addition to the above, nearly $100 was raised by the super- 
intendent, among friends outside of the School to complete the 
work the fair and concert so happily begun. 

In severing my connection with the Church and School, I wish 
to extend to friends and co-laborers in this department of my work, 
and bespeak for my successor the same kindly and generous aid. 
That the School may be most abundantly blessed in its impor- 


tant and responsible mission, is my prayer.

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INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL. 


The Industrial School re-opened in November for the winter 
of 1875 and ’76. During the winter months there were 140 
names entered, with an average of 90. We are indebted to Mrs. 
Hunt, who provided two sewing machines and an operator, where- 
by 8 girls received instruction each Saturday, and made such pro- 
gress that we shall feel encouraged to continue this branch of the 
work another year. The School closed its eleventh year of work, 
April 22, when the children enjoyed their usual anniversary. 
Rey. Mr. Paige addressed the scholars, and 200 garments made 
by them were distributed with other gifts, and prizes of four silver 
thimbles given to the best sewers.

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EMPLOYMENT SOCIETY. 


The Employment Society has been carried on under great disad- 
vantages. After three attempts to call volunteers for the work 
last November, three ladies finally opened the Society, and these 
three, with the aid of a fourth, who worked until illness prevented, 
were left to carry the work through the winter. By the sale of 
the garments when made, and two collections in the Church, funds 
enough were secured to help thirty women. These expressed 
much gratitude for the weekly fifty cents, some saying that much 
of the time it was all they had to depend upon. 

Appearances would seem to indicate that this charity had be- 
come unpopular but the great anxiety of the women to procure 
the work, and the numbers refused for want of funds, proves its 
necessity. 

The Treasurer’s report gives the number of garments made 
and sold, also the money expended.

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WORKINGMEN’S CLUB. 


Tue good work effected by the Working Mem’s Clubs and 
Institutes in England, has for a number of years attracted the 
attention of the philanthropic in this country. In Engiand they 
have multiplied so rapidly as to have become a perceptible factor 
in social progress. Their design was to afford a pleasant place of 
evening resort for working-men, where social chat could be had, 
games and smoking enjoyed, papers and magazines read; and 
where the members’ families could share the advantages of occa- 
sional entertainments. Upon this there has been grafted the 
Institute idea, classes for instruction, lectures, co-operative 
supplies, ete., etc. The two-fold aim of using the instinct of 
amusement to draw young men from low resorts and bad company, 
and of using every instinct of self-respect towards mental and 
moral culture—expressed the design of the W orking-men’s clubs 
and Institute. ‘Their success in everyway in England was the 
warrant for similar essays here. 

In Philadelphia several Churches, and in New York one or 
two Churches, had led in the experiment. With a view of a move 
in this direction among the working-men of the Twenty-Second 
Ward, an entertainment was prepared by the young people of the 
‘Church early in the Spring, hand-bills of which, containing a 
notice of an address to be given on this occasion by Rev. Mr. 
Newton on the subject of the contemplated Club, were distributed 
through proper parties. On this occasion a call was given for a 
meeting to organize such a Club, which was held in February in 
the Wigwam; when, after a preliminary setting forth of the 
nature of the proposed Club, some forty names were handed in for 
membership; and a provisional constitution was adopted which 
after much deliberation, took due shape in the “ Constitution of the 
West Side Club.” 
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e 
This constitution provides that any respectable man over 18 is 


eligible to election, which election is held by the Club in monthly 
meetings upon nomination of the Executive Committee; offi- 
cers of the Club as usual; places the management in the hands 
of an Executive Committee; half of whom are chosen by the 
Honorary Members (subscribers of $25) and half by the active 
members-—all action being reported to the monthly meetings of the 
Club for approval; and provides sub-Committees on membership, 
charge of Room, Library, Entertainments, Lectures and Night- 
Classes to carry out the various features of the work. 

The Wigwam (49th Street between 8th and 9th Avenues) 


was secured as a temporary Club room, and inexpensively fitted 


up with tables, chairs, games, papers, etc., etc., and thrown open 


to the members each evening. 

The membership increased steadily up to about 100 in June, 
at which date the Club adjourned till the autumn, the room 
proving wholly unsuitable for its purposes, and no other room 
offering. 

Several entertainments, dramatic, musical, elocutionary, etc., 
were given by the members of the Club and its friends, at which 
the members brought their wives and children. 

A series of lectures, popular and instructive were given under 


the direction of the Lecture Committee. Amongst which were—

The Club passed through the usual stages of new movements, 
the first glow, the reaction when the mere novelty had worn off; 
and if it had secured suitable rooms would have emerged ere this 
into assured life. Notwithstanding this serious disappointment, 
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those engaged in it feel that it has demonstrated its pimeHeabaity, 
and await the securing of proper rooms to re-open the Club on a 
permanent basis. Funds are earnestly solicited to enable the 
Club to renew its work; when we doubt not our first regular 
report will repay by its story of practical work the loan to the

FRESH AIR FUND. 


My Dear Mr. Newton: 


The New York Times is a ‘“ereat institution.” I bélieve 
you have heard me make this observation, “or words to that 
effect ”’ before. 

Tam led to repeat this expression now in contemplation of 
the work of our “Fresh Air Fund” for the summer, some 
account of which I submit to you. 

You will remember the idea was suggested to us by the WV. Y. 
Times Fresh Air Fund, inaugurated several years since for the 
purpose of giving excursions to the poor children of our city. 

I was very much disappointed when I found we could not send 
any of our people to St. Johnland, and we had considerable diffi- 
culty in finding a suitable place as substitute, but through Mrs. 
Dubois of the Staten Island Branch of the Woman’s Hospital, 
we heard of Mrs. Wolthears’ place on Staten Island, and I sent 
Mrs. Adams down to see it, and report. This was a place of 
some five acres, with a comfortable house, and nicely situated. 
We made arrangements there at the price of $3.00 per week for 
adults, and $2.00 for children. This has proved just the place 
we wanted ; the fare has been plain, but plenty and good, and I 
only wish the contributors to the Fund could have heard the 
thanks of some of the parties who called upon me, after spending 
two weeks or more there, to express their gratitude. I felt that 
I owe them a personal debt for the pleasure I have experienced, 
which can be discharged only when they are told of the happi- 
ness their contributions have afforded to our most worthy poor. 
Perhaps when they have felt particularly happy this summer, 
without knowing just why—it was owing to some spiritual tele_ 
graphy whose workings we have not vet discovered. 

There is another side to the picture however, owing to the 
fact of the empty treasury of our “ Bread and Beef House.” 
Those we sent down to Staten Island weak and debilitated, 
came back with renewed and healthy appetites, as well as renewed 
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strength. They were without means to satisfy this healthy appe- 
tite, and we had not a cent to give them, as I felt that this Fresh 
Air Fund was contributed for a specific object and could not 
rightly be devoted to any other. 
Mrs. Adams has been so affected by the constant appeals for 
aid in cases of almost starvation, without the means of allevia- 
ting the distress, that she has been made sick, and has had to run 
away to the country for a week or so. ‘ 
I have heard of but one or two complaints from all we have 
sent to Mrs. Wolthear’s, and these are from parties who likely 
would not be satisfied short of a fine country residence in sum- 
mer, and a brown stone house in the city for the winter. 
We have sent our best class to Mrs. Wolthears, and the very 
poor worthy mothers, with children, to Kine’s ‘“ Sanitarium.” 
You will notice we have sent a good many to the latter place at 
a very small expense, some of them having remained there two 
weeks or more. 
You will also notice we have sent two large parties to Mrs. 
Perry’s at Bay Ridge. This lady has a very handsome place, 
delightful grounds, and it is her custom to invite, during the 
summer, different parties of the poor to spend the day, where they a 
have full liberty of the place, are well provided for in the way 
of refreshments, she paying all expenses, even to the car fares on 
this side. ane 
As an evidence of the truly Christian spirit of this lady, I 
would say that she had appointed Wednesday, July 12th, as the 
day for Mrs. Adams to bring her party down, and Mrs. Adams 
had called upon the different ones and appointed a place of meet- 
ing. On Monday Mrs. Adams received a note from Mrs. Perry 
saying, that un account of the long drouth, her place did not look 
as bright and fresh as it would after a rain, and she had better 
defer a trip for a week, with the hope that we might have rain in 
the meantime. Well, on the next day, Tuesday, we did have a 
“magnificent ” rain, and so Mrs. Adams, partly on account of 
the disappointment a postponement would he to those who had 
made preparations for the next day, and partly because she could 
not notify several as to the proposed change of time, ventured to take 





them on the Wednesday July 12, although she feared Mrs. Perry 
might not be prepared. This proved to be the case, but instead © 
of being provoked about it, however, Mrs. Perry only felt regret 
that as they came unexpectedly she could not make them as com- 
fortable as she wished. But the whole family went to work and 
got them up the best entertainment they could on short notice, 
and then insisted upon their coming down the next week when 
she would be prepared to give them a “good time.” So this 
accounts for the two parties there. The second trip was a great 
success—they had a magnificent day on the grounds, two good 
meals, a bag of cake and a boquet of flowers to bring home. The 
parties consisted of old people—mothers and children, If this is 
not acting out the true principle of Christianity, I do not know 


what is.
